On January 28, 2019, the U.S. Department of the Interior, Office of the Solicitor, received your 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) requests. In your requests, you specifically ask for:

McFaul mentions “a package” of documents his firm was preparing to transmit to Jorjani and Steed 
regarding Wisteria Island...”

“...all electronic correspondence, including email attachments, group chates and text messages, 
sent or received by Daniel Jorjani that contain one or more of the following key words: “climate 
change”, “global warming”, “carbon emissions” and/or “greenhouse”... from January 1, 2018 to 
the date this request is processed.”

We 
have classified you as a “News Media” requester. As such, we may charge you for some of our 
duplication costs, but we will not charge you for our search or review costs.
